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Hall project wins 
vital cash boost 


A PROJECT to revamp a 
public hall has been 
given a boost after dist¬ 
rict councillors agreed 
to release cash it has 
been holding. 

Members of Forest 
Heath District Council, 
meeting in a private 
session of the community 
services committee, have 
agreed in principle to 
allow money paid by a 
supermarket chain as part 
of a legal agreement to be 
used towards the 
refurbishment of 

Newmarket Memorial 
Hall. 

Newmarket Town Council, 
which owns the High Street hall 
where it has its offices, is 
planning to spend around £1.2 
million on updating and 
improving the building. 

It currently has been given an 
indication that it would be able 
to borrow up to £1 million from 
the Public Works Loan Board, a 
government financing body. 

Now the district council, 
which previously owned the hall, 
has agreed to release cash paid 
by Tesco towards “town centre 
improvement works” as part of a 
Section 106 planning agreement 
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which was linked to approval of 
the company’s plans to extend its 
Newmarket store around five 
years ago. 

The amount of cash has not 
been revealed, but it is believed 
to be around £90,000. It is also 
subject to agreement from Tesco. 

The district council previously 
turned down a grant application 
from the town council for up to 
£1 million. 

The town council is looking at 
other funding sources to find the 
rest of the cash needed. 

But Cllr Bill Burch, who chairs 
the town council’s Memorial Hall 
regeneration committee, said: 
“We will have to think seriously 
about borrowing the money. 

“We must look closely about 
what we actually need. We 
should make sure the building 
isn’t going to fall down and is 
more comfortable for the public 
to use. We also need to make the 
council offices more accessible 
and have a proper council 
chamber.” 

The hall, which is nearly 100 
years old, was given to the town 
by Sir Ernest Cassel to 
commemorate King Edward VII. 

It is used by a weekly indoor 
market, as well as sports groups, 
town council entertainment 
sessions and meetings.

Junction layout 
report prepared 


A REPORT on the first six 
months of operation of a 
controversial new road layout 
is being prepared by council 
experts. 

Suffolk County Council, which 
promised the review of the works at 
Newmarket’s Clocktower junction, is 
in the process of producing a report 
for public consultation. 

The report will look at the way 
traffic uses the redesigned junction 
and consider the future of the 12 
granite balls on the roundabout 
which were the subject of public 
furore. 

Rod Sore, the council’s safety 
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engineer, has already met town 
councillors at the junction to discuss 
their concerns about pedestrian 
safety. 

Members of the town council are 
worried that with no designated 
crossing points, pedestrians could be 
at risk. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge, said: “I’m 
working with officers to pull all the 
strands together. We need to ensure 
we have done all the groundwork 
before the report is published.” 


She said she hoped the report 
would be ready “in the next few 
weeks”. 

She said a consultation exercise 
would not be just about the balls, 
imported from China at a cost of 
nearly £1,000 each. 

“We were shocked at the reaction to 
the balls,” she said. “We had 
consulted over a two-year period and 
they had been on every plan.” 

But she said the consultation would 
not be just about whether people 
wanted the balls removed. 

There will be safety audits and an 
examination of how traffic now flows 
after the completion of the scheme in 
April.

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British racing 
worth £3.7bn 


HORSE racing was worth 
more than £3.7 billion to 
the British economy in 
2008, according to a new 
report. 

Economic Impact Study, 
produced by the racing industry, 
shows that it remains the sec¬ 
ond-biggest sport after football 
in terms of revenue generation 
and attendance. 

But the report, produced by 
the sports business group at 
accountants Deloitte, shows that 
the industry’s return from 
betting was up to eight times 
lower than other major racing 
nations. 

The British horse racing 
business contributed at least 
£325 million in tax in 2008, 
taking the five-year tax total to 
more than £1.5 billion. 

British racing has 18,600 full 
time equivalent jobs within its 
core industry, with several 
thousand employed in New¬ 
market, the industry’s historic 
headquarters. 

According to the report, there 
are an estimated 52,000 full time 
equivalent jobs in the betting

industry. Taking into account 
secondary expenditure 

generated by the racing industry 
in the economy, more than 
100,000 jobs were supported, 
directly or indirectly, by British 
horse racing. 

Nic Coward, chief executive of 
the British Horseracing Auth¬ 
ority, said: “Deloitte’s study 
reiterates that British horse 
racing, as the second biggest 


sporting activity in Britain, is a 
significant contributor to the 
leisure, agricultural and rural 
economies in Britain. 

“It also highlights the disparity 
regarding the returns to the 
sport from betting compared to 
other major racing nations. If 
further demonstration of our 
broken system was needed, we 
have the second highest betting 
turnover of the major racing 
nations yet the lowest return by 
far from the betting industry to 
our sport. 

“British racing’s economic 
impact was over £3.7bn last year 
and over five years has generated 
more than £1.5bn in tax revenue 
for Government. Our sport is of 
enormous value to Britain, and 
whilst we face challenges, there 
are opportunities that racing 
must take which can ensure our 
standing and importance within 
Britain can be maintained.” 

A separate report, Racing 
Together 2009, shows that £1.8 
million was raised for charities 
by 60 racecourses. Racecourse 
charitable trusts gave more than 
£400,000 to charitable causes in 
the past six years.

Builders stopped work after 
people living nearby com¬ 
plained about the removal of 
trees and shrubs at the 
roadside in Studlands Park 
Avenue, Newmarket.

People living nearby on the 
Studlands Park Estate com¬ 
plained that the factory would 
overshadow their homes 
because the back of the 
factory would be close to the 
road. The access to the front of 
the unit would be via Oaks 
Drive. 

Now Cl Industries has 
lodged an appeal to the 
Secretary of State who has ap¬ 
pointed a planning inspector 
to conduct an informal hear¬ 
ing on a date yet to be ann¬ 
ounced. 

A previous appeal was 
dismissed in November.

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Opposition 
to shop plan 


PLANS for a new 
shop are being op¬ 
posed by people 
living nearby. 

More than 20 people 
have objected to the 
proposals to build the 
shop in part of the back 
garden of a bungalow in 
Pound Close, Burwell. 

MP Jim Paice has writt¬ 
en to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council seeking 
assurances that views of 
his constituents would be 
taken into account. 

The shop would front 
Parsonage Lane, Burwell, 
next to the village’s Bar¬ 
clays Bank branch. 

Objectors were worried 
that the new shop would 
cause more parking 
problems, lead to anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
would cause a loss of 
property values in the 
area. 

Burwell Parish Council 
has also supported the 
objections and has argued 
that the area already 
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suffers from traffic cong¬ 
estion and parking prob¬ 
lems. 

District council plan¬ 
ners are recommending 
approval of the scheme 
subject to restrictions on 
opening hours between 
9am and 5.30pm Monday 
to Saturday with no open¬ 
ing allowed on Sundays 
and Bank Holidays. 

Andrew Leach, who has 
applied for planning 
permission and owns the 
nearby bungalow, has 
indicated that he would 
only want to open the 
shop between 9am and 
5.30pm. 

A report by planning 
officer Jacqueline Harding 
said: “It is considered the 
introduction of an add¬ 
itional unit to an already 
established central loc¬ 
ation within a settlement 


would be a positive 
contribution, enhancing 
and complementing the 
range of services currently 
available nearby.” 

She said the shop would 
add to the concept of a 
sustainable community. 

The single-storey shop 
would have a 45 square 
metre floor area. It would 
be restricted to retail uses 
and would not be allowed 
to be used as a take-away, 
pub, restaurant, estate 
agent’s, building society or 
employment agency. 

Architects for Mr Leach 
said, in a statement supp¬ 
orting the application: 
“This proposal will bring a 
greater choice to the 
village and create some 
needed employment in 
the village.” 

The scheme was due to 
be considered by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee yesterday.

Majestic will 
go elsewhere 

Sir, I feel that your report, 
although suggesting that the 
Majestic Wines’ planning 
application for a single-storey 
warehouse at the Clocktower 
roundabout site is likely to be 
approved, concentrates on Forest 
Heath District Council’s (FHDC) 
reasons to refuse it (Weekly News, 
October 1). 

FHDC’s historic buildings adviser 
believes that the proposed 
building has “inadequate massing 
in relation to neighbouring 
buildings”, and Inspire East, 
although agreeing that the 
previous two-storey design was 
rightly rejected, has produced its 
own alternative - also two - storey - 
design (by the way, commissioned 
by FHDC at a cost of £1,400, 
unnecessary in my view). 

Both seem to feel that a larger 
building is needed, despite 
Majestic Wines requiring a single¬ 
storey one, but neither seem to 
appreciate that a higher building 
right next to the footpath would be 
overbearing and would seriously 
detract from the appearance of the 
historic Clocktower as seen from 
the High Street. 

The council’s Local Plan 1995 
states that “Newmarket should be 
developed as the district’s largest 
shopping centre”. 

If it continues to frustrate Majestic 
Wines’ planning applications in 
this way, the company will simply 
go elsewhere, to the detriment of 
die town’s retail profile and leaving 
the currently derelict site as it has 
been for many years.

£15k scheme 
to buy policing 


COUNCIL tax payers could 
face a rise in bills to help 
pay for an additional 
community police officer. 

Newmarket Town Council 
could add £15,000 into its budget 
for next year to help pay the 
salary of the extra officer who 
would be dedicated to tackling 
local problems such as parking 
and anti-social behaviour. 

The council’s community 
services committee is rec¬ 
ommending that the additional 
expenditure is included in the 
draft budget for next year, even 
though there is concern that the 
amount is equivalent to 5 per 
cent of the council’s precept - the 
amount charged to council tax 
payers. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who chairs 
the community services comm¬ 
ittee, said: “If the council agrees 
the recommendation at the end

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of this month, it will come back to 
the committee to look at the 
budget implications on 
November 2. 

“There was majority support 
for this. But there are several 
councillors, and I’m one of them, 
who are concerned about adding 
5 per cent to the precept.” 

He said the committee’s view 
did not commit the council to 
financing the additional police 
community support officer. 

Last week the full council heard 
an appeal from Leigh Jenkins, 
business liaison manager for 
Suffolk police, for additional 
funding for a new PCSO. 

He said the extra officer would 
be dedicated to tackling issues in 
the town and could not be moved 


to other parts of the county. 

He said the council was being 
asked to fund the officer’s salary 
costs of £14,365 for a minimum of 
two years. The remaining costs of 
equipment, training and support 
would be paid by the police 
authority. 

The council has been con¬ 
sidering appointing a town 
warden, at a cost of around 
£20,000, to help tackle some of 
the problems which would be 
dealt with by the PCSO. 

Cllr Bill Burch opposed the 
money for a PCSO and described 
them as “toothless”. He said: “We 
could be putting our money in 
the wrong place. A lot of people 
I’ve spoken to are against this.” 

In Royston, a business org¬ 
anisation has agreed to pay 
£50,000 to Hertfordshire police 
for a year to cover overtime costs 
of additional police patrols.

Drop in child 
casualties 

THE number of children 
killed or seriously 
injured on Cambridge¬ 
shire’s roads has fallen. 
The latest statistics 
show 30 children were 
killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s 
roads in 2008, down 
from 49 in 2007. 

The figures have 
prompted child safety 
expert Clippasafe to call 
on parents to stress 
road safety to their 
children, following the 
release of new Depart¬ 
ment for Transport 
figures. 

These figures follow a 
recent report from the 
National Audit Office, 
which ranked Britain as 
the eighth worst 
developed nation for 
child casualties, yet only 
14th worst for adults.

Cash aid for 
advice team 


EXTRA funding totalling 
more than £30,000 was 
given to a Citizens 
Advice Bureau to help it 
cope with a “wave” of 
additional work as a 
result of the recession. 

The Newmarket bureau 
received the additional cash 
from local councils including 
the Forest Heath and East 
Cambridgeshire districts, 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
county councils and the town 
council. 

Additional support came 
from Newmarket-based char¬ 
ity Racing Welfare and the 
Gibson Trust. 

Jill Sinclair, interim 
manager of the bureau, said: 
“We are terribly busy and 
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getting busier all the time.” 

The rise in people strugg¬ 
ling with debt was so high 
that the bureau’s previous 
staffing structure could not 
cope. 

Now a reorganisation has 
been carried out to give 
people with more complex 
issues a timed appointment. 

The debt problems have 
also had a “knock-on” effect 
of increasing welfare benefit 
inquiries. 

Benefit queries make up 
the largest category of work 
carried out at the bureau, 
based at Foley Gate, Welling¬ 
ton Street, at 27.9 per cent of 


the total. 

Debt problems make up 
the next largest category with 
24.6 per cent of the bureau’s 
work. 

Employment problems 
including redundancy and 
unfair dismissal account for 
13.5 per cent of the bureau’s 
work. 

The bureau helped people 
to claim £102,000 in out¬ 
standing pay and compen¬ 
sation during the past year - 
either by negotiation with 
companies or by taking cases 
to the employment tribunal. 

Details of the bureau’s work 
are in the annual report for 
2008-9 which was presented 
to the annual meeting held at 
Newmarket’s Catholic Church 
hall.

‘Eyesore’ 
bridge plan 
back for 
discussion 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
a new bridge in the fens 
were due to be reconsidered 
by councillors yesterday. 

The bridge, across Reach 
Lode, at Swaffham Prior Fen, 
has been condemned as an 
eyesore by objectors. 

It is part of the National 
Trust’s plans to extend its 
Wicken Fen nature reserve. 

The three-metre wide 
bridge would be part of a 
cycle track which is also the 
subject of the same planning 
application which was due 
to be discussed for a second 
time by East Cambridgeshire 
councillors. 

The proposal also in¬ 
cludes two wetland areas, 
two ponds and the con¬ 
struction of embankments 
to support the bridge. 

Councillors put off a 
decision when they previ¬ 
ously discussed the proposal 
in September to give them 
time to visit the area to see it 
for themselves. 

Now there have been 
three separate visits by 
councillors who were due to 
discuss the scheme at a 
planning committee meet¬ 
ing in Ely. 

Council planning officers 
are recommending that the 
scheme is approved. 


Care home 
plan refused 

PLANS to convert a former 
pub into a care home have 
been rejected. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners turned 
down an application for 
permission to convert the 
former pub in Oxford 
Street, Exning, into a nine- 
bedroom home for the 
elderly. 

The planners said the 
scheme, which included a 
staff bedsit, was an “over 
development” of the site. 

They also ruled that 
ramps and handrails at the 
front of the building would 
be detrimental to the 
village conservation area. 

The planners were also 
concerned that just two 
dedicated parking spaces 
would be provided. 


Superbug risk to patients in dirty ambulances 


THE region’s ambulance 
service is failing to protect 
patients from the risk of 
superbug infections and its 
vehicles are “dirty”, the UK 
health watchdog has found. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
delivered a scathing report on 
the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service (EEAS), 
ordering it to immediately 
improve measures to prevent 
healthcare-associated infec¬ 
tions such as MRSA and Clos¬ 


tridium difficile. Their report 
said: “On inspection, we 
found evidence that the trust 
has breached the regulation 
to protect patients, workers 
and others from the risks of 
acquiring a healthcare- 
associated infection.” 

The EEAS has now 
launched an “urgent and 
comprehensive review” of 
ambulance cleaning. 

Inspectors from the CQC, 
formerly the Healthcare 
Commission, said all of the 


patient-carrying vehicles that 
were seen were dirty, surfaces 
inside were dirty and there 
was dust and debris in all 
accessible cupboards. 

The report is the latest blow 
for the EEAS, which last year 
was given one of the six worst 
ratings for the UK’s 391 NHS 
trusts in a check on services 
and finances by the 
Healthcare Commission. 

The CQC’s unannounced 
inspection included visits to 
seven of the trust’s 100 


ambulance stations, and 
examinations of 23 vehicles. 
There was a follow-up visit 
last Wednesday to check on 
improvements. 

Dr Scott Turner, one of the 
EEAS joint medical directors, 
said: “We are taking this 
inspection report extremely 
seriously. The safety of both 
our patients and staff is an 
absolute priority.” 

The trust has pledged to 
ensure all ambulances are 
cleaned and kept clean.

Councillors previously 
turned down the offer 
because they wanted the 
cash to go directly to 
Kentford rather than the 
district as a whole. 

The company has now 
agreed to make a pay¬

But members of the 
district council have 
again turned down the 
offer against the advice of 
council business and 
planning officers who 
said the revised offer was 
acceptable.

Massive stroke led to a life of 
helping others with disabilities

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i T WAS walking 
I across a busy 
A road when I felt 
as if the side of my 
head had been hit 
with a sledge¬ 
hammer/’ 

That’s how Andy Kent 
describes the moment he 
suffered a life-threatening 
cerebral haemorrhage, 
causing a massive stroke 
that robbed him of the use 
of his limbs on his right 
side. 

At the time, Andy was 
just 24, with a wife and 
two young children 
dependent on his 
working income. But now, 
27 years later, and despite 
his resulting “challenges”, 
the 52-year-old from 
Swavesey is a successful 
businessman who 
dedicates much of his 
time and money helping 
other people with 
disabilities get a foothold 
in the world of work. 

Andy describes his 
ordeal calmly, but you can 
hear the catch in his voice 
as he describes how the 
day of his stroke was 
destined to change his 
family’s lives forever. 

“I was working in a 
small family-run garage 
on Edgware Road in 
London when I fell ill,” he 
recalls. “I had been 
delivering a car to an 
MOT testing station up 
the road and was walking

back when my head 
started to hurt. 

“Somehow I managed 
to get back to the garage 
just in time to collapse on 
the floor, and later woke 
up in hospital.” 

In his characteristically 
frank way, Andy describes 
the time following his 
admission to hospital as 
“a little bit hazy”. 

“There are a lot of grey 
areas, but eventually I was 
told by the doctors I had a 
severe migraine and sent 
home to take it easy for a 
couple of days,” he says. 

“Luckily, as I was being 
discharged, someone 
suggested a brain scan 
‘just in case’. 

“About a week later - by 
which time I was getting 
quite ill with my right side 
starting to fade, losing 
control of my arm and leg 
and with my speech and 
sight going -1 got a phone 
call from the hospital 
asking me to go for the 
brain scan.” 

Andy says the nurse 
that looked after him 
while he had the scan was 
shocked he was still 
standing, considering the 
size of the bleed and the 
length of time it had gone 
undiagnosed. 

“She asked us to wait to 
speak to a doctor about 
the scan, but ‘Andy being 


Andy’, I decided to go 
home and wait. Within an 
hour of getting back they 
phoned us and said I had 
to go back straight away 
and were sending an 
ambulance for me. 

“After three days in the 
hospital they injected dye 
into my bloodstream to 
find out how bad the 
damage from the bleed 
was. 


“But I had an adverse 
reaction to the iodine in 
the dye which put me into 
a coma. That lasted for 
about six weeks.” 

In fact, Andy was in 
such a bad way that the 
doctors told his wife, Jan, 
that she should prepare to 
say goodbye. “At one stage 
they told her to come up 
to the hospital because 
they thought I was going. 


She made the hour-and- 
a-half trip to be told I was 
in intensive care and she 
should start making 
arrangements. 

“But it’s okay, because 
I’m still here! No, 
seriously, I’m sure it was a 
very difficult time for Jan. 
My son was only 4 and 
my daughter 2 at the 
time, and it was a very 
long way from home, so it 


must have been terrible 
for her.” 

And even when the 
worst was over, Andy says 
the strain on his family 
didn’t stop. 

“I got frustrated 
because I couldn’t do 
things and I used to make 
silly phone calls to Jan 
and tell her that I was 
going to leave and that 


she should come and get 
me. I couldn’t even walk 
properly.” 

In a typically 
determined manner, 
however, Andy made 
giant leaps in his 
rehabilitation and, just a 
year after his stroke, 
undertook a 997-mile 
walk from Land’s End to 
John o’Groats, raising 
more than £24,000 for a 
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Auto club: Andy’s Kars current team, from left, Jamie Pilsworth, Russell Kent, Charisse

new scanning unit to 
better detect illnesses 
such as strokes. 

And while that may 
seem like a fairy-tale 
ending to his story 
unfortunately the reality 
was not quite so 
Hollywood. 

“Once I got out of the 
hospital I went back to 
working,” he explains. 

“But one of my big 
challenges, and 
something that affects a 
lot of people with brain 
injuries, was my mood 
swings. I tend to find it 
difficult to control them 
and have to work really 
hard at it. 

“And I have a tendency 
now to be very frank, and 
often what I think comes 
straight out of my mouth 
without my brain being 
involved. It didn’t endear 
me to bosses and 
employers, and I found 
myself jumping from job 
to job.” 

It was in 2002 that Andy 
finally had enough of the 
uncertainty. He had been 
managing a firm in 
Cambridge for a while and 
had seen it turn into a big 
success, but the owner 
sold it without telling him, 
leaving him unemployed 
yet again. 

He says: “I could have 
gone to court and tried to 
get money out of them I 
guess, but I decided to go 
the easier route and start 
my own, competing firm 
but with the emphasis on 
employing people with 
disabilities and 
difficulties. That business 
was Andy’s Kars. 

“I deliberately didn’t set 
it up as a not-for-profit 
enterprise. I wanted to 
show it could be a success 
despite some of our staff 
having bigger challenges 
than the norm.” 

Today business is 
booming, with Andy’s 
whole family employed at 
the firm’s base in Viking 
Way Industrial Estate, Bar 
Hill. 

“Jan is the company 
secretary while my 
daughter Emma is the 
office manager, and my 
son Russell is workshop 
foreman.” 

Andy says that the

many awards they win 
each year for their work is 
one of the measures of 
their success - in 2007 
they won a prestigious 
national award which saw 
them described as the 
UK’s most disability- 
friendly employer - but 
for him the real measure 
has been the demand they 
have for training places. 

“Up until now we’ve 
been funding all the extra 
things needed to keep 
people in the garage out of 
our own pocket, and on 
average have one person a 
day with us. Normally 
youngsters, as I call them 
although sometimes they 
are up to 30 years old, are 
with us for around 12 
weeks. We support some 
of them going on to two 
days a week and others 
into full apprenticeships. 

“But the problem is that 
we want to expand the 
number of places we can 
offer, and that’s where our 
newest project should 
come in.” 

Andy and his family are 
now in the midst of setting 
up a separate charitable 
sociable enterprise called 
Andy’s Ark to allow them 
to apply for more funding 
and continue their 
training efforts. 

“We want to expand to 
other garages - we 
actually have plans for 
doing that as soon as we 
can and adding three sites 
within the next four years. 
Clearly that’s about us 
expanding our own 
enterprises, but I would 
also love to help other 
businesses to develop the 
same principles and 
company ethics. 

“It’s simple: the more 
businesses we get helping 
disabled and 

disadvantaged people, the 
more people we have off 
sick and disabled 
Government funding and 
it helps the individuals too 
by giving them a purpose 
in life. 

“We all have bad days, I 
know I certainly still do, 
where even picking up a 
pen from across a desk 
can be difficult and 
frustrating, but it’s about 
saying there is no such 
thing as ‘can’t do’ and

learning to make positives 
out of negatives. 

“I’ve had kids come 
here unable to get on the 
bus without a carer, and 
just six weeks later they’ve 
rolled up at work all on 
their own, having made a 
huge step forward. And 
the thing is that I really do 
know how that feels and I 
can truly appreciate how 
difficult those steps can 
be. 

“My teaching tools 
include reminding people 
that there is always life 
after any incident or 
mishap. You are only given 
something like that to deal 
with because you can 
cope with it. It is then you 
have to prove that you can 
cope with it and use your 
experiences to inspire 
others. 

Andy’s Ark is about 
giving someone a chance 
to pick up a tool without 
saying they can’t: saying 
‘yes you can’, you just have 
to believe and you’ll find a 
way to do it. 

“They may not do it the 
same way as you and I - 
with both hands - but 
that’s not to say they can’t 
do it. Just because you can 
no longer write with your 
right hand, doesn’t mean 
you don’t have a left.” 

The next step in Andy’s 
long-term plan is to try to 
persuade investors to 
come forward. 

“We are already talking 
to people like MP Andrew 
Lansley to try and get a bit 
of momentum and get our 
story out into the public 
domain,” he says. “But to 
be honest, I’d love to get 
someone like Richard 
Branson on board to raise 
our profile.” 

When quizzed as to how 
he can be so certain his 
latest venture will be a 
success, Andy’s answer is 
disarmingly simple: 

“You don’t get anything 
without first having a 
dream. You’ve got to have 
the courage to ask the 
questions. People think 
you’re crazy. But no one 
gets anywhere without 
believing in their dreams.”

AS the nights start to draw 
in, it’s time to put away 
your patio furniture and 
other garden valuables - or 
at least make sure they’re 
secure during the autumn 
and winter months. 

Insurers are advising people 
to make sure garden sheds are 
locked, and encouraging them 
to install solid gates and out¬ 
door security lights. 

“Gardens are often perceived 
as the home’s largest ‘room’ - 
and easy targets for would-be 
thieves that can sometimes be 
overlooked when taking out 
home and contents insur¬ 
ance,” says Margaret Slater, 
marketing manager at Con¬ 
gregational and General. 

“We want to highlight the 
importance of checking cover, 
as many policies limit cover for 


contents in the open or 
contained in out-buildings. 

“For example, some objects 
like the latest ‘must-have’ 
expensive tropical plants, or 
even Yorkshire stone paving, 
can be enticing to unwanted 
visitors - and may not be 
included in some policies.” 

Bill Seddon, managing direc¬ 
tor of garden security firm Gar- 
dien, says that despite a steady 
increase in garden theft, 
people are learning very slowly 
about the importance of 
securing their items and 
reading the small print on their 
insurance policies. 

“It’s not just the number of 
garden thefts, but the variety 
of thefts that are on the 
increase, from basics like 
paving stones to high-end 
garden antiques, expensive 
shrubs and trees,” he says. 


“Now’s the time people are 
buying expensive plants to 
plant in their garden, and they 
are the easiest things to lift.” 

Sheds are regularly being 
raided for their contents, 
which can be lucrative for 
thieves if you’re storing bikes 
worth £1,000-plus. 

“People are putting them in 
sheds which don’t have proper 
locks on, and are then 
surprised when things go 
missing,” says Seddon. “People 
housing expensive bikes 
should be asking the question: 
‘Am I happy housing a £1,000 
bike in a £200 shed?’ “ 

No item is too big for thieves 
to snatch, he warns. Sit-on 
lawnmowers, large-scale gar¬ 
den furniture, huge barbecues 
and hefty garden ornaments 
have all been stolen. Thieves 
have even been known to roll 


up newly-turfed lawns and 
take them away. 

Here are some measures you 
can take to reduce the risk of 
garden items being stolen: 

■ Plant some prickly hedges 
such as pyracantha, holly or 
hawthorn and add sturdy 
trellis to deter thieves. 

■ Install a low-cost gravel 
driveway or path so that you 
can hear visitors approaching, 
take pictures of valuable items 
in case they are stolen, and 
write your postcode on items 
such as barbecues with an 
ultra-violet pen. 

■ Get a decent lock for your 
garage or shed, buy some 
cheap blinds so opportunists 
can’t see what’s inside, and 
invest in motion-sensitive 
security lights. 

■ If you have a gate to your 
garden, get a good lock.

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New legal ‘hub’ to offer help 
to those with debt problems 


THE Weekly News has teamed 
up with Barclays Money Skills, 
which aims to help people 
improve their confidence and 
ability to manage money. As part 
of the partnership, we are 
highlighting projects that offer 
financial help in the community. Today, we focus on the 
launch of Advicehub, a service offering free legal advice. 


ADVICE experts in 
Cambridgeshire are 
witnessing a major increase 
in calls about debt - and they 
have now launched a new 
project to help. 

The county’s Citizens 
Advice Bureaux said one in 
three of all the cases they 
handle was debt-related - an 
increase of 30 per cent on 
the same time a year ago. 

The statistics were 
disclosed last week at the 
launch of Advicehub, a new 
project aimed at giving 
people in Cambridgeshire 
better access to free legal 
advice. 

It will use ‘mini hubs’ 
around the county, touch¬ 
screen kiosks and online 
technology to provide 
information for people in 
need. 

It is backed by funding 
from the Big Lottery Fund, 
and the launch at 
Cambridge’s 

Emmanuel College - chaired 
by BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire presenter 
Antonia Brickell - was 
attended by staff from CAB 
branches, health chiefs, 
business leaders and local 
council representatives. 

Linda Hutchinson, 
manager of Fenland CAB, 
said: “CABs in 


Cambridgeshire are seeing 
more and more people who 
have worked all their lives 
and have never previously 
been in a position of 
needing to claim benefits or 
being unable to pay their 
bills. 

“The impacts of this 
recession are touching 
people from the entire social 
spectrum. Nationally, the 
increase in people seeking 
JobSeekers’ 

Allowance after losing their 
jobs is 99 per cent. In 
Cambridgeshire, which is 
traditionally seen as an 
affluent area, the increase is 
a staggering 282 per cent on 
last year’s figures.” 

In the first three months of 
last year, CAB advisers dealt 
with 5,972 debt inquiries - in 
the first quarter of this year, 
the figure climbed to 7,638, 
up 28 per cent. 

A CAB spokeswoman said: 


“Debt causes real hardship to 
families, leading to 
repossession of homes and 
homelessness, harassment 
by creditors, pressure from 
bailiffs and the fear of not 
knowing what will happen 
next. A rise in stress and 
mental health problems 
caused by debt and 
unemployment is being seen 
by GPs. 

“Effective debt advice via 
the CAB service not only 
removes this pressure, 
enabling families to regain 
control of their finances, but 
also eliminates the economic 
burden on local authorities of 
dealing with homeless 
families. 

“Specific action taken by 
the CAB service has enabled 
people to avoid repossession 
- currently it is helping 
approximately 15 families a 
week to keep their homes, 
through court represent¬ 
ation.” 


Force may face 
up to 20pc cuts

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Chief 
Constable Julie Spence is 
poised to make swingeing 
cuts of up to 20 per cent as 
she takes a swipe at polit¬ 
icians. 

The county’s lead officer is pre¬ 
paring contingency plans for cuts of 
between 10 and 20 per cent. 

The revelation comes as the 
country braces itself for massive 
spending cuts because of the huge 
national debt. 

Mrs Spence warned that the 
impact of cuts on her already cash- 
strapped force would inevitably 
mean fewer frontline police officers. 

She said: “Anything between 10 
and 20 per cent is what we’ve 
projected is likely to be the outcome, 
whatever government gets into 
power, in relation to where we think 
the financial deficit lies.” 

Mrs Spence went on to say that 
politicians who promised that the 
frontline could be protected “prob¬ 
ably lack a dose of reality”. 

Asked if there would be fewer

police officers on the streets, she 
said: “The honest answer is yes, there 
probably will be.” 

Mrs Spence has consistently called 
on the Government for a £2 million 
cash injection to pay for 100 extra 
officers. 

But with cuts on the cards, it looks 
like she will have to deal with the 
influx of migrants and an increasing 
population on less money and fewer 
officers. 

Mrs Spence, who became Chief 
Constable in 2005, gained a national 


profile after speaking out about an 
increase in migrant crime. 

She first sparked debate in Sep¬ 
tember 2007 by raising the issue of 
the impact of immigration on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which made it the 
fastest-growing county in the UK. 

And immigration is likely to 
increase further, creating a 21 per 
cent rise in Cambridgeshire’s pop¬ 
ulation by 2031. 

Official projections showed there 
could be almost 800,000 people 
living in the county by the fourth 
decade of this century 

This population explosion would 
be fuelled by an influx of 13,500 
migrants each year, according to the 
Office of National Statistics (ONS). 

Increased birth rates and internal 
migration levels will contribute to 
growth. 

If current trends continue, the 
county’s present population of 
608,000 will grow to 677,000 by 2016, 
and 789,000 by 2031. 

The force currently has around 
1,400 officers. 

Mrs Spence was speaking on 
Panorama: The Truth About Cuts on 
BBC One.

BRAVE youngsters Emilia Hubbard and 
David Poskitt were among the winners 
at the Community Awards run by our 
sister paper, the Cambridge News.

GARDENING 


Some shrubs easier 
to move than others 


A s you tidy up your 
beds and borders 
this autumn, take a 
look at what has 
overgrown its allocated 
spot and also what didn't 
work in a particular place 
this year. 

Late autumn is a good time to 
move large shrubs and other 
plants, while they are dormant, 
to more suitable places or even 
into pots until you can decide 
where you want them to go. 

The ones which are most 
easily moved are those with 
fibrous roots - masses of thin 
roots which don’t go very deeply 
in to the soil. You can dig right 
underneath the root system and 
it doesn’t matter if a few roots 
are broken, as there will be 
plenty of others left to take hold 
and become established. 

Shrubs that are easy to move 
include camellia, Mexican 
orange blossom (Choisya 
ternata), dogwood, broom, 
heather, forsythia, fuchsia, hebe, 
spiraea, rosemary, mock orange 
(Philadelphus), kerria and 
hydrangea. 

Before you start, decide where 
you want the shrub to grow and 
dig the ground where you are 
going to plant, adding some 
bulky organic matter. 

Dig a circular trench around 
the shrub with a radius of 
between 30 and 45cm (12-18in) 
depending on the size of the 
shrub and keep digging down 
until you reach the end of the 
roots. Then push the spade 
under the shrub and lever it 
gently to ease out the remaining 
roots. You may have to do the 
same on the other side and go 
round the shrub several times 
before it lifts out. 

Once the shrub is completely 
loose, rock it forwards, away 
from you, and place a large piece 
of sacking or heavy duty 
polythene sheeting underneath 
it. Then rock the plant towards 
you and manoeuvre the sacking 
underneath it so that the shrub 
is in the centre of it. Tie the 
sacking tightly around the 
rootball and lift the whole thing 
out, before giving it a good 
water. 

It’s best to transfer the shrub 
straight away. Dig a hole slightly 
larger than the rootball and put 
the shrub in it, ensuring that it’s 
at exactly the same level in the 
soil as it was before. If it’s too 
low, put some more soil in the 
bottom of the hole. If it’s too 
high, make the hole a bit deeper. 

Once you have a perfect 
position, slide the sacking out 
from underneath the shrub and 
mix a handful of blood, fish and 
bonemeal in with some of the 
soil you’ve dug out, using it to fill 
in the hole and give the shrub a 
good soaking. 

Firm the plant in gently with 
your heel, to take up any air 
pockets. 

Shrubs which are more 
difficult to move include 
buddleia, the smoke bush

(Cotinus coggygria), berberis, 
weigela, lilac and flowering 
currant (Ribes). 

Shrubs with tap roots, which 
grow very deep and have fewer 
roots, are more difficult to move 
as it’s harder to dig them out and 
if you damage the roots there 
will be fewer to establish 
themselves in their new 
position. 

If you are determined to move 
a prize shrub which has tap 
roots, dig a wide trench around 
it, filling it with organic matter 
and leave it for 12 months. 

That way it will produce new 
roots which grow out into the 
organic matter, so that it forms a 
new, stronger rootball which will 
compensate if you snap the tap 
root when you lift the shrub out. 

Once you have replanted your 
shrub, keep it well watered until 
it has established itself and add 
a layer of organic mulch to 
protect it over the winter 
months. 

PLANT OF THE WEEK 
Sea holly (Eryngium) 

These striking architectural 
plants are best grown in full sun 
in dry, gritty soil and are 
therefore ideal for coastal 
gardens. They lift any border, 
forming basal rosettes of leaves 
that are often prickly, with 
attractive silvery-white veins. 
From midsummer until early 
autumn they bear branching 
stems of round or cone-shaped 
violet-blue flowers with narrow 
grey-blue bracts which are good 
for drying. Smaller varieties can 
be grown in rock gardens, while 
taller ones go well in the 
herbaceous border, where their 
skeletal forms can be 
appreciated throughout winter. 
Protect sea hollies from 
excessive winter wet, especially 
in cold or exposed gardens. 
Plants can be divided in spring. 
Eryngiums make up a large 
group of annuals, biennials and 
deciduous and evergreen 
perennials. 

Good varieties include E. x 
tripartitum, a perennial which 
grows up to 90cm (3ft), and E. x 
oliverianum, which has dark 
green spiny leaf rosettes, blue 
stems, and flowers from 
midsummer to early autumn. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Cranberries 

Ever since Delia 
recommended cranberries to 
her fans there has been 
increased interest in these small 
red fruits which make the most 
delicious jellies and cordials. 
They are low-growing, evergreen 
hardy shrubs which need acid 


soil, but do well in pots or raised 
beds where garden soil doesn’t 
have a low enough pH or is not 
boggy enough for their survival. 

Buy young plants and set them 
30cm (12in) apart, in a sunny 
spot, to eventually merge to form 
a good ground cover crop. They 
need little maintenance, just 
clipping back to ensure they stay 
compact and bushy. If you don’t 
have many berries, apply a liquid 
ericaceous fertiliser in mid¬ 
spring and water the plants with 
rain water when you can, 
keeping the soil moist. 

Once fruits have been picked 
in the autumn, before the first 
frosts, tidy them up by giving the 
plants a trim. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Ripen green tomatoes 

1. Spread them in a cardboard 
box with a ripe apple or banana 
and put the box somewhere 
warm. Alternatively, put them in 
a paper bag with a ripening fruit 
and stick it in a drawer. 

2. If a frost is forecast, gently lift 
the whole plant and hang it 
upside down in a garage or cellar 
where temperatures are above 
freezing. 

3. Place up to four large 
tomatoes in a jar or bag along 
with a ripening fruit and then 
seal it. Beware that the 
combination of moisture and 
warmth can encourage mould so 
it is best to put holes in the bag 
or regularly open and check the 
jar. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

■ Place dustbins full of water 
under greenhouse staging. They 
warm up during the day, 
releasing their heat at night and 
act as storage heaters. 

■ Plant out hardy primulas 
raised from seed or divisions. 

■ Harvest cobnuts, hazelnuts 
and filberts when husks begin to 
yellow, but before they start 
dropping. 

■ Continue to pick fast maturing 
vegetables, such as French 
beans, runner beans, courgettes, 
cucumbers, peppers and 
tomatoes, to prevent them 
becoming stringy, tough or 
bitter. 

■ Where grass growth is thin and 
sparse, over-seed now with a 
suitable grass seed mixture. 

■ Lift onions and shallots once 
the foliage has started to die 
back. 

■ Take cuttings of rosemary, 
lavender, bay and hyssop. 

■ Take hardwood cuttings from 
gooseberry bushes to increase 
stock. 

■ Sow sweet peas in a cold frame 
or the greenhouse for early 
summer blooms next year. 

■ Plant new perennials while the 
soil is still warm, but moisture 
levels are increasing.

MILDENHALL ended their 2009 
campaign with their fourth 
consecutive victory in another 
thrilling and tight contest at West 
Row on Sunday. 

The Fen Tigers piled in three 5-1 
maximums in the opening five 
heats and threatened to dominate 
the meeting as they led 21-9. 

But Trophy-chasing Plymouth sliced 
the gap down to just five points at 
the midway stage and the two clubs 
slugged out a succession of shared 
heats until the hosts’ overall strength 
told and they sealed the win. 

With track conditions catching 
riders out in the early stages, the 
Tigers raced into a 10-2 lead with 
three fallers in the first two heats. 
Luke Priest hit the same second 
bend greasy patch while placed third 
in heat three but bounced back for a 
race win two heats later. 

The Devils’ tactical ride paid off in 
heat six with impressive ex-Tiger 
Kyle Hughes clocking the fastest 
time of the night ahead of Barrie 
Evans. 

And when James Birkinshaw fell in 
the next as he hunted for extra 
grip to pass Seemond Stephens, 
the resulting 1-5 suddenly threw 
Plymouth back into the contest. 
Priest clinched heat nine glory after 
a superb tussle with Hughes. 

The home man took the lead after 
diving up the inside of his 
opponent exiting the second bend, 
but Hughes hit back as they 
entered the final lap, slicing 
underneath Priest on the pits turn, 
only for Priest to steam back up 
the final turn to steal the win on 
the line. Wins from Poole and 
Birkinshaw put Mildenhall 47-34 in 
front before another barnstorming 
race in heat 14. 

The unbeaten veteran Stephens, 
on a tactical, made a lightning 
start but teenager Poole gradually 
grew closer each lap until the final 
one where he made a fine move 
up the inside off the second turn, 
ruthlessly showing his opponent 
his back wheel.
